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INTRODUCTION 



Federal Agencies .^d the Regulatory Function, 

FCC: The Cominunications Act of 1934 (48 Stat. 1064; 15 U.S,e.21; 
47 U.S.C. 3^, 151-609) placed -the Responsibility to regulate in- 
tersta;^e and foreign cominunications by wiire and. radio in^the do- 
main' of' a new" agency. ^ The agency was the Federal Communications^ 
Commission (FCC). Previously , ^^imilar yet m^re limited concerns 
fell undfer tAe aegis of the Federal Radio' Commission. More recent- 
ly 'the provisions of the .Communications. Satellite Act' of -1962. 
*(76 Stat. '419; 47U.S.C. 701-744) have expanded the jurisdiction'' 
of thfe FCC to cover the growing use of satelli^s for commun'ica- 
tions purposes. Laws concerning communications are found in • 
Title 47 of thd United States Code ; as slip laws in the U.S. Stat- 
utes at Large ; as well as Title- 47 of the Code of federal Regu-
